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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 1 -1 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The present invention is directed to a three-dimensional image-presenting device 
having multiple optical fibers (20), each having a distal end (21), and convex end (31'). 
The closest prior art, Rhoads (US 6,195,069) discloses 3-dimensional motion picture 
display device having fiber optic bundles (18), a lens (22), and a distal end (20, fig. 2 
and 3. col. 2, lines 4-18), and Hogan (US 5,793,918) discloses movable 3D display 
having fiberoptic bundles (21) and distal end (21a, figs. 1 and 4, col. 3, line 56-63 and 
col. 5, lines 41-56). The improvement comprises a three dimensional image presenting 
device comprising each three-dimensional image-presenting unit (30) such that an 
image displayed by the three dimensional image presenting plate (10) is apparently 
three dimensional due to the convex end (31') of the space (31). This patentable 
distinction is included in all independent claim 1 .
